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DOUBLE FATAL TRAFFIC COLLISION

RIVERSIDE, CA — On Wednesday, March 11, 2015, at approximately 12:00 AM, Riverside Police
and Fire Personnel responded to a report of a vehicle collision on Alessandro Blvd at Canyon
Crest Dr. Witnesses said a late model Scion coupe, occupied by an adult female driver and
adult male passenger were traveling north on Alessandro. The Scion failed to stop at a red
traffic control signal at Canyon Crest Dr. and broad-sided a Chrysler mini-van that entered the
intersection from westbound Canyon Crest Dr.  The drivers of both vehicles were pronounced
deceased at the scene. The Scion’s passenger was tfransported to Riverside Community Hospital

in serious condifion. The identities of all parties are unknown at this time.

The Riverside Police Department MAIT responded and is currently investigating the collision.
